It is unnecessary at’ this stage to 
repeat all that gives rise to this be- 
lief. We utterly —fail ito understand 
how anybody who thas taken the 
trouble to make: investigation for 
himself and who has not some self- 
ish object to serve in tthe matter can 
fail to recognize what such a line 
would mean. We are particularly at 
a loss-to understand how any citizen 
of Edmonton an adopt an attitude of 
hostility to the project. But for the 
trade of that territory which his line 
would tap there would be no such 
city as Edmonton. It is its strategic 
position in respect to the north coun- 
try that has made it what it is up to 
the present and if this advantage is 
not followed up by the establishing 
of such communication as will enable 


thousands to make their homes where 


there are now scores, the bottom 
falls out of most of what we have 
been building our hopes for the fu- 
ture upoh. 

Such a railway must eventually be 
‘built. It is inconceivable that the 
development of a country served by 
three thousand miles of the finest in- 
land waterway in the whole world 
‘can be permanently prevented by the 
failure to construct the 250 miles of 
railway that is necessary to bring it 
into easy touch with civilization. 

But we are growing tired of liv- 
ing on hope. We have ample evi- 
dence that in that immense stretch 
of country are resources of every 
kind. ‘The findings of the Senate 
committee which made investigation 
three years ago are conclusive on that 
point and their findings have been 
supported by the testimony of every- 
one who has gone north and seen for 
himself what it had to offer. In an- 
other part of this paper we have that 
of Ernest Thompson Seton,'the dis- 
‘tinguished naturalist. Last month 
Hon. Frank Oliver, whose newspaper, 
strange to say, has borne such an im- 
portant part in burking the whole 
project, gave some of his observations 
to the Canadian Courier.

The resolution of Mr. Bramley 
Moore calling on the Dominion to 
surrender to the provinee the con- 
trol of the mineral, timber and fish- 
cries of the province brought about 
a debate this week in the Legislature 
ithat was of not a little significance. 
The Conservatives rise to remark 
very aptly that this is what they have 
jbecn demanding ever since autono- 
jiny was granted and ask why the 
‘control of lands should net be added. 
‘Mr. Michener on ‘Tuesday made a 
very ‘effective’ speech in support of 
this position. The premier an- 
nounced that the government was al- 
ready negotiating with the  authori- 
ties at Ottawa with a view to secur- 
ing the object of Mr. Moore’s reso- 
lution, 

The Edmonton Bulletin, discuss- 
ing the resolution, says that the con- 
trol of the public domain should not 
be made a source of revenue and 
that the only question is how it may 
best be administered to secure the 
development of the country. ‘This is 
very remarkable as is the Bulletin’s 
further argument that we should be 
warned by the results in Onitario and 
Uritish Columbia of ithe policy of 
making natural resources relieve tax- 
attion burdens. If the Dominion 
makes no money out of the control 
of the domain why is it that it makes 
a special grant ito the province to 
reimburse the ‘latter for the loss of 
revenue sustained through the with- 
holding of its lands? 

It has beén accepted as the cor- 
rect principle that in the case of pure- 
ly agricultusal, land,. the: settlement 


basis. The assumption was that 
this would be carried on with the 
same energy and efficiency as the 
province would display on its own 
behalf, and also that the only impor- 
tamt part of the public domain in 
Alberta owas its agricultural land. 
Now we find that we cannot de- 
pend on the Dominion to do for us 
what we require. We are spending 
upwards of half a million dollars in 
promoting immigration work our- 
selves. In addition we have awaken- 
ed to the fact that the-resources of 
the province are very much greater 
and more varied than we assumed at 
first. The Geological Survey for 
instance has reported that Alberta 
is by all odds the wealthiest prov- 
ince in the Dominion in respect to 
coal. Our timber areas are large. 
Our water powers are very consider- 
able. Our northern lakes and rivers 
teem with fish, 

With these facts before ws, the 
time scems opportune for a move in 
the direction indicated by Mr. Moore’s 
resolution. But if the Dominion 
consented tto transfer the control of 
the tesources which he names, the 
chances are that it would insist on 
our taking over the land as well, 
placing: us on the same basis exactly 
as Wniario and British Columbia. 
That would be the logical result and 
there is no reason for shrinking from 
its censequences. 


The speeches by Mr. Moore and 
Mr. Cornwall, on the former's reso- 
lution, indicate the temper of a very 
considerable. element of Liberal 
members .in. regard.to the adminis- 
tration .of our affairs from Ottawa.

When O. Henry died he was plan- 
ning a book—always that one book 


is never sung, the dream none waké 
ito realize. 

! This novel was to preach no les- 
sons, inculcate no moral, advance no 
theory. It was to be only the true 
record of a man’s thoughts, ‘his mis- 
chances and adventures, his true 
opinions of life as he had seen it, with 
his Fisica honest deductions of 
it all, 

Rousseau, Zola, George Moore and 
others vainly imagined that they had 
given the world such window-panes 
of heroes and heroines, but mostly 
they were liars and imposters, or 
poseurs and actors.. Henry under- 
stood that all truth can not be told in 
print, he had no idea of making staid 
old girls sit up and take notice, and 
wicked club men settle more cosily 
down in their chairs. Oh no! but 
what he told he proposed should be 
nothing but the truth. 

About the only chance to ever ar- 
rive at such an end, is by serving it 
ip in fiction. Most autobiographies 
are one long string of polite lies, or 
malicious untruths. “His , Q1 for his 
tale was briefly this, told in his own 
words: 

“The ‘hero’ of the story will be a 
man born and ‘raised’ in a somnolent

scem to the ‘hero.- If you find a 
word or a suggestive line or sentence 
in any of my copy, you cut it out and 
deduct it from the royalties. 

“T want this man to de a man of 
natural intelligence, of individual 
character, absolutely open and broad- 
minded; and show how the Creator 
of the earth has got him in a rat-trap 
—put him here willy-nilly—and then 
I want to show what he does about 
it. There is always the eternal. ques- 
tion from the primal source—What 
are you going to do about it?’ ~~ ~~ 

“Please don’t think for the half of 
a moment that the story is going to 
'be anything of an autobiography. I! 
have a distinct character in my mind 
for the pan, and he does not at all 

Well, that was the end of it. It 
;Should have been a fascinating tale, 
{The true story of any life would be 
‘as much. How we seem doomed to 
have a curtain drop its shadow a- 
cross life’s every window-pane!

One cannot help admiring an art-
